Chapman’s DNA case postponed 45 days to negotiate with circuit ct.

Nadine Hammoud Chapman 
began by explaining the background of 
the case, noting it was dismissed in district 
court and the Prosecutor’s office appealed 
the dismissal and circuit court remanded 
it back to Judge Oakley’s courtroom for 
reconsideration. 

She said the media (Independent) reported 
that Judge Oakley said if they send the case 


back to him, the same decision to dismiss 
would be made. 

Judge Oakley agreed that he said he 
would dismiss again. He said the circuit 
court said he abused his discretion, but the 
circuit court gave him no guidance and he 
had no reason to think his interpretation 
of the new law requiring DNA samples is 
faulty. 

“If he makes the same motion, I will make 
the same decision,’ Judge Oakley said. 
“Nothing else is changed.” He referred 
to defense attorney John Day’s motion to 
dismiss. 

“That I abused my discretion is false,” 
Judge Oakley said. “My job is to make 
my interpretation of the statute. This was 
appealed by the People and the circuit 
court said it was inaccurate. This was not 
an abuse of discretion. 

‘Tm not recusing myself,’ Judge 
Oakley stated. “Give me a brief from the 
Prosecutor’s office — which I never have 


seen, ever.” 

Jerry Dorsey IV, chief of the Wayne 
County Prosecutor’s Office Trial Division, 
entered the courtroom and was given the 
floor. 

He said if they go forward with the bench 
trial that day and the judge makes the same 
decision to dismiss, it would preclude the 
People from coming back. 

Dorsey suggested they stay these 
proceedings and get a motion. 

“You were not authorized to dismiss 
under those circumstances,” Dorsey said, 
adding the parties could submit briefs. 

“I never wanted to hear from the circuit 
court — let me be clear,” Judge Oakley said. 
“If I had guidance, at least I’d know what 
they were thinking.” 

Dorsey again asked Judge Oakley to stay 
the proceedings so the parties can submit 
briefs. 

“I think the People are out of luck if we 
go to trial,” Dorsey said. “The judge makes

Defense attorney Day said he filed a 
motion for dismissal and there was no 
filing from the Prosecutor’s office.

VBT Director Akers: Menard set to start VBT construction this spring

Menard home improvement store 
representatives have alerted Van Buren 
Township officials that it will begin 
construction of its VBT store this spring. 
In July 2015, Menard received final site 
plan approval from the township to build a 
1,019,014-square-foot store on 27.24 acres 
of vacant property just north of Walmart on 
Belleville Road. 

They expected to start construction in 
2016, but then in 2016 it announced it 
was delaying construction for a year and 
expected to start in 2017. 

At the Dec. 14 meeting of the VBT 
Planning Commission, Director of Planning 


and Economic Development Ron Akers 
said he received an email from Menard 
with that announcement. 

Akers said Menard representatives plan 
to come to a VBT Planning Commission 
meeting in January to seek a change to the 
site plan that has been approved. They want 
to reduce the size of the storage facility 
behind the store and Akers said that should 
not be a problem. 

Sumpter/Hull 

When asked about the onsite activity at 
the southeast corner of Sumpter and Hull 
roads, Akers said the parcel on the corner 
is zoned Commercial and the rest of the 
farmland there is zoned for Agriculture. 

He said if anyone wanted to build 


something commercial on the farmland 
they would have to seek rezoning and 
changing the Master Plan. He said no 
one has approached the township with a 
request. 
Bemis/Sumpter 

Planning Commissioner Joan Franzoi 
asked what was going on at the northwest 
corner of Bemis and Sumpter roads, and 
Matthew Best, Deputy Director of Planning 
and Economic Development, said the 
parcel on that corner is zoned Commercial 
and the “L” around it is zoned Agriculture. 

He said someone has been looking into 
building a residence on the “L.” 

Walmart 
Akers said his department has given 


administrative approval to Walmart for 
refreshing the outside of the building 
with paint and clearcoat brick sealant and 
extensive material remodeling. He said 
the elevation and colors won’t change, but 
signage is proposed. 
Wendy’s, Belleville Road 
Administrative approval also has been 
given to Wendy’s at 11000 Belleville Road 
to “refresh their look,” according to Akers. 
Wendy’s will be removing its solarium and 
making the restaurant smaller, replacing 
doors and windows and renovations on 
the inside, he said. They plan to reseal the 
parking lot and make sidewalk changes. 


Boelter suggests monthly stipends for district library board members

On Dec. 13, at his last meeting as a 
member of the Belleville Area District 
Library Board, Michael Boelter suggested 
a monthly stipend for the seven board 
members. 

He said the city council in Belleville and 
the township board members in Sumpter 
and Van Buren get paid. 

He suggested $40 for board members and 
$60 for the chairperson, making a total of 
$300 a month. 

Boelter did not run for reelection to 
the board and he wouldn’t benefit from 
this pay. His replacement, Alma Hughes 
Grubbs, will take over his seat in January. 


Library Director Mary Jo Suchy said 
the state act caps such payments at $30 a 
meeting. 

“I didn’t get a chance to research this,” 
said board attorney John Day, who wasn’t 
informed of the proposal before the 
meeting. 

“We don’t want to act on something 
without researching it,” said chairwoman 
Sharon Peters. “We have to look at it with 
some kind of process.” 

She suggested sending it to the bylaw 
committee, chaired by John Juriga. 

Peters said that Boelter has a long length 
of service on the board, since 2010, and 
as long as he has suggested this they 
should look into it since Boelter felt it was 


important. 

“A stipend is a tax-deductible item,” 
Boelter said. 

“We need to act in a way that’s well- 
researched,” Peters stated. 

Boelter is the great-grandson of Fred C. 
Fischer for whom the Belleville library 
was built and named. A few years ago the 
name was changed to the Belleville Area 
District Library. 

Boelter said he did not run for reelection 
because of conflicts with his work 
schedule. 

In November, voters approved a bond 
and millage to build a new library and 
increased millage for operation of the new 
library. 


At the end of the meeting, the board 
and audience enjoyed chocolate cake to 
celebrate Boelter’s service. Mary Jane 
Dawson said she suggests they make the 
address of the new library “1 Fred Fischer 
Drive,” which pleased Boelter. 

“We were appointed by the townships 
and the city in the beginning and we didn’t 
know a lot of what we were doing,” Boelter 
said. “We learned. We have a very strong 
board now.” 

Board chairwoman Sharon Peters said 
she enjoyed working with Boelter, “who 
has the blood of Fred C. Fischer coursing 
through his veins.” 

In other business at the Dec. 13 meeting,

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Ricardo to operate mobile refueling station to test Toyota vehicles

Ricardo, Inc, at 4000 Ricardo Drive, in 
Van Buren Township will be testing Toyota 
Fuel Cell Vehicles at its facility from Dec. 
15 through Feb. 15. 

At the Dec. 14 meeting of the VBT 
Planning Commission, temporary land use 
approval was given by the commission 
for Ricardo to operate a mobile refueling 
station for 60 days. 

The applicant decided to move the 
mobile hydrogen refueling station trailer 
from the access drive, where it was first 
proposed to be placed, to the parking lot 
that is surrounded by an eight-foot security 
fence for security. It takes up three parking 
spots. 

The operation of the fuel cell vehicles 
may be tested through driving, according 
to Steven Vrabel, project engineer. He 
said fuel will not be sent to the building 
and instead sent directly to the vehicle 


that is refueling. He said these vehicles 
are designed for the use and storage of the 
fuel. 

In other business at the Dec. 14 meeting, 
the commission: 

e Approved the preliminary site plan for 
a multi-tenant retail building with drive- 
through for a tenant, as requested by Jason 
Kishmish for 10573 Belleville Road, 
(immediately north of Belle Tire), with 
eight stipulations. Kishmish said he would, 
if necessary, build a concrete fence along 
the north side of his property, as requested 
by Marcella Henderson who lives next 
door. She voiced concerns on how the 
proposed vinyl fence is easily damaged 
and how trash blows in her yard from Tim 
Horton’s, Hungry Howie’s, and Firestone. 
“I want to be sure my yard is protected,” 
Henderson said. Kishmish has no tenants 
to announce, as yet; 

e Approved the preliminary site plan for

to Judge Oakley. He agreed the Prosecution 
should put forth its facts and it should go 
to circuit court before “we make a decision 
that’s not right.” 

“Let the Prosecution prove there’s a 
violation and send it to the court,’ Day 
said. 

Judge Oakley said this should be prior to 
the trial. 

“It’s the same statute,’ said Dorsey. 
“Nothing is changed. We can get the 
interpretation consistent with what the law 
was intended to be.” 

“I don’t mind,” Judge Oakley said. “It’s 
a brand-new law and it’s worth a couple 


hours of briefs. If you read it, I think you 
will agree there are problems.” 

“Unfortunately for Mr. Chapman, he’s 
a defendant in two cases with the same 
charge,” Day said. “I have tried to get these 
charges combined.” 

Judge Oakley said one DNA charge is 
tagged on a felony charge that now is at 
circuit court. 

“Why can’t this be combined with the 
circuit court charge?” Judge Oakley asked. 

“You have to have the defendant agree 
and the court,” Dorsey said. He was told the 
defendant did agree, but it was getting the 
court to agree that was the problem. 

“I’m chief of the trial division,” Dorsey 
said.

Day repeated. 

Judge Oakley called a break in the 
proceedings while Dorsey and Day talked 
about the situation. 

When court was back in session, Dorsey 
asked Judge Oakley to adjourn the bench 
trial for 45 days so they can have a ruling 
on the issue. It will be resolved in Circuit 
Judge Margaret Van Houten’s courtroom 
or, if nothing happens there, back at district 
court. 

An in-house review was set for 10:30 a.m., 
Feb. 15, in Judge Oakley’s courtroom. 

Chapman’s trial on a felony charge of 
assaulting/resisting/obstructing a police 
officer and refusing to provide a DNA 
sample is scheduled as a jury trial on Jan.

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Sumpter Township to consider ordinance for possible solar farm

A company is interested in potentially 
leasing property in Sumpter Township to 
put up a solar panels and sell electricity to 
one of the utility companies. 

This is what Laura Kreps, planning 
consultant from Carlisle Wortman, said 
at the Dec. 13 meeting of the Sumpter 
Township Board of Trustees. 

She was brought in to give information 
on solar farms. Kreps said she is working 
on a plan to put solar panels on 600 acres 
of land in Augusta Township, next door to 
Sumpter. 

“You need to decide if this is the kind of 
use you would want in the township,” Kreps 
said. “It’s not in your ordinance.” 


She said they could decide whether solar 
farms would be a regular use or especially 
permitted use. 

She said it is a low-intensity use and 
the panels anchor into the ground. Also, 
the farms like to be near substations. It 
provides a greater tax base on Agricultural 
properties. 

This company is looking at 20 to 40 acres 
in Sumpter for a smaller-type development. 

Trustee Don Swinson said they can 
have the planning commission look at the 
ordinance and present it back to the board 
with a recommendation. 

Kreps said Augusta Township had a public 
hearing and it is allowed in Industrial zoning 
as a special land use with site plan approval. 
She said in Augusta the applicant worked to

the board: 

e Approved a 3% raise for Library 
Director Mary Jo Suchy who turned downa 
raise last year in able to use that money for 
staff raises. She makes $75,000. Boelter, 
chairman of the personnel committee, said 
the seven members of the board finished 
their evaluation of Suchy and offer and 
approve that raise this year. He said staff is 
getting a 2.5% raise; 

e Heard Suchy summarize her goals for 
2017. The theme for the year is “Renewal,” 
like when a homeowner moves and has 
to reevaluate possessions, like old tapes, 
50-year-old tables, files. There will be a lot 
of cleanup, while maintaining services. “I 
would like to have more staff,” she said, 
adding she will bring a staffing proposal to 
the next meeting; 

e Approved hiring Midwestern Consulting, 
Inc., based in Ann Arbor, for a fee of 
$17,700, for a topographic and boundary 
survey of the land parcels involved in the 
new library project. Midwestern included a 
$1,200 fee for the portion of Fourth Street 
being vacated, which was not included in 
the other four bids, but definitely is needed 
since there is no legal description for the 
street. Midwestern said the survey will be 
completed within 45 days of authorization. 
The fee includes dealing with snow. Other 
bidders were Spicer Group of Dundee, 
$27,750; and from Ann Arbor, Smithgroup 
JIJR, $25,611; Washtenaw Engineering, 
$19,600; and Nederveld, $16,500. “We 
can’t wait until spring,” said architect Dan 
Whisler. “We’ ve got to expect there’s going 
to be delays”; 

e Heard Suchy and CPA Ron Traskos 
of Post, Smythe, Lutz & Ziehl of Wayne, 
discuss the draft library audit report for 
2015-16 done by Alan C. Young that has a 
good “unqualified” report. Suchy said they 
were able to put more money in the fund 
balance and Traskos said that was $55,199 
for a total of $371,808, which is “very 
healthy.” He said on Dec. 31, they get taxes 
and the new fiscal year starts in July;

e Approved continuing the bookkeeping 
service by Sharon W. Duckworth, CPA, 
at a cost of $2,000 per quarter, and new 
construction accounting services by 
Traskos at a cost of $150 per hour not to 
exceed $1,500 per month for a period of 
about two years. He will be working with 
the construction manager and the financial 
people and noted, “It’s going to be a fun 
project”; 

e Heard building committee chairwoman 
Joy Cichewicz report that Belynda Domas, 
who owns the HD Accounting building 
next door at 360 Charles Street that is being 
purchased by the library for $200,000, 
is getting ready to vacate, but the library 
won’t be ready to take it over until April, so 
her property tax will be paid by the library, 
as agreed. Also, Cichewicz said she talked 
to Sumpter Township Supervisor John 
Morgan and he said the DPW building will 
be ready whenever the library is ready, for 
the satellite library; 

e Heard board attorney John Day report 
he has had preliminary discussions with 
Sumpter attorney Rob Young and met 
Nov. 30 with city attorney Steve Hitchcock 
about what needs to be done to start putting 
together the details for construction. He 
said they need to get a plat map, know when 
they can close the street, infrastructure 
dedication, joint parking lot agreement, lot 
splits, and a stake survey to identify issues.
